All iaportaat deoMon has been rwdered by | |y|J^K£ YOURSELF 
Seoritftry Hnuut ol tkt Department of Com- 
meroe and Labor as to %h% right of a state to 
induce immigration to that state. TIm d«ci!» 
sion holds, in brief, that in the circumstances 
there is no violatioD of the immigration laws 
or of the law to prohibit the importation of 
alien contract laborers in the action of the 
state of 8oath Carolina in this particnlar case, 
in encouraging immigration to that state, or in 
])ayiug the necessary expenses of the immi- 
grants in coming to the state. 

The case on whieh the decision is based 
originated in South (.'arolina. On November 
4th, 1 ;•(><■>. the yteaniship Wittekind arrived 
from Hroiuen at the port of C'harleston, having 
on lioard atxiut 47") aliens dostiiuid to various 
points in the state of South Ciirolina. 

All of these aliens were induced to migrate 
to the I'liited States by the state of South 
Carolina, the state acting through the medium 
of its Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce 
and Immigration, who went to Europe some 
time in August for the purpose of inducing de- 
sirable immigrants to come to the state; the pas- 
sage money of the aliens was paid by the state 
from a fund, part of which was appropriated 
by the state and the balance being oontribnted 
by various corporations and individuals. 

The Commissioner of Immigration of South 
Carolina found employment and distributed 
these aliens to Vinrious points in the state.
